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Message from the Chair

[ am pleased to begin my tenure as Chair of the State Board of Registration
for Landscape Architects by congratulating Shane Dewald, who has served the
Board and citizens of the state for the past ten years, in her new role as Region 5
Director for the Council of Landscape Architecture Registration Boards (CLARB).
Shane and preceding Board members have set a high standard for this position,
and | am honored to serve along with my fellow Board members in our positions,
as appointed by the Governor of our state.

The role of our Board is to examine and oversee candidates and licensees
in the profession, hold disciplinary hearings if needed, and to recommend the
adoption of rules and regulations for administering the regulatory laws. This
latter task in particular has been a key element in the past few months’ work of
the board, in clarifying and streamlining rules governing the profession.

Our Board meets ‘face to face’ twice yearly, once in the Seattle or Olympia
region in the Spring of the year, and once in Spokane or Pullman in the Fall. Two
additional meetings are conducted via conference call, as are special meetings to
address pending rule changes, Board assignments, or other issues such as discussions
on industry efforts to introduce a Practice Act in Washington State. The Board
will monitor this effort and weigh in if and when appropriate. The Board’s role,
should a Practice Act be put in place, will remain however to protect the health,
safety and welfare of the public, our primary reason for professional registration.

The Board cannot function without the work of our dedicated and experienced
Department of Licensing staff members. The staff works with several other related
professional boards, including Architecture and Geology, and has worked with
our member Board to provide a level of consistency in regulatory operations that
benefits all member boards and our respective professions.

Our exam candidates have been saved approximately $145 in cost as a result
of having Washington State administer portions of the licensing exam, while

RCW 18.96: “Title Act” or
“Practice Act”

In the last year, the Board has explored 18.96 RCW
(The Law Relating to Landscape Architects) to determine
whether it can be interpreted as a “practice act” instead of
a “title act.” As it currently stands, the law regulates those
professionals who declare themselves by title as landscape
architects, but does not apply to who may practice landscape
architecture.

In March 2006, the Department of Licensing (DOL)
presented to the Board historical information regarding the
current interpretation and oral testimony from a participant
in the original legislative process resulting in RCW 18.96.
The testimony described efforts to pass a practice act and the
negotiations that resulted in the passage of the current act
intended, at that time, to be limited to a title act. DOL also
provided a summation of its investigation and enforcement
activity in relation to regulating the title.

The DOL holds there is no clear evidence that a change
to the administration of the law is required to protect the
public health, safety and welfare. Enforcement of the act
as a title act only is consistent with the original legislative
intent, and accordingly, the DOL will maintain its current
practice in administration of the law. B

The Department of Licensing
— A Year of Transition

“Change Happens!” That’s been the theme this past
year for the Department of Licensing staff that supports the
work of the Board. Long time staffer Joan Robinson took
on new challenges in the Department and is now staffing
the Real Estate Appraiser regulatory program — good luck
Joan! Reorganization within the Business and Professions
Division brought two more programs under the purview of
Administrator Joe Vincent Jr., bringing the total number of
programs to five. In addition to the Landscape Architect
Board, the section includes the regulatory Boards for
Architects,

Geologists, Funeral Directors and Embalmers, and
Cemeteries — quite a mix!

As the saying goes — change brings opportunity,
and the reorganization has made more staff resources
available to support the Board. While the total FTE (Full
Time Equivalent) allotment to the Board remains at 041,
just under one half of one position, the Board now has
available Management Analyst Brett Lorentson and recently
added Program Manager Lorin Doyle to assist in program
administration. Both bring extensive experience and skills
that have already proven valuable. The recent efforts in rule
development, program evaluation, and the development of
the new Board Journal timeline are some examples.

Other changes have included the appointment of Clyde
Haase to the Board, replacing Charles Warsinski at the end
of his term in November of 2005, and the end of Shane
DeWald’s second and final term on the Board.

The Department looks forward to providing a high
level of service to the Board in delivering their charge of
protecting the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of
Washington through the responsible regulation of Landscape
Architects. H
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Shane DeWald Elected CLARB
Region 5 Director

With 10 years of experience on the Washington Board
of Registration for Landscape Architects, Shane DeWald
has been selected by representatives from throughout

CLARB Region 5 to take a step beyond the borders of
Washington and serve as a Regional Director.

The responsibility to represent Region 5 — the
largest of all CLARB regions (including Alaska, Arizona,
California, Hawaii, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Oregon,
Utah, and Washington along with the Canadian province
of British Columbia) presents both a challenge for Shane
and an opportunity for all Region 5 member boards —
including ours here in the State of Washington.

Elected at the CLARB Annual Meeting held in San

The responsibility to channel information between
CLARB National and Region 5 member boards is uniquely
important in 2006-2007 to ensure the function of the
organization through the transition period that accompanies
the selection and acclimation of a new CLARB Executive
Director. Though junior in status as the newest
member of the Board of Directors, experience on the
Washington Board, experience as an LARE Grader and
Master Grader, membership in WASLA, and familiarity
with representatives from all Region 5 member boards
appropriately equip Shane for the tasks ahead.

When asked about her new appointment Shane

responded, “I like to think of the endorsement I've
received from Region 5 as a sign of appreciation for a
genuinely interested and interactive style exhibited over
the years. I think it’s fair to say I’'m known as the strong
— and not-so-silent type. I welcome the opportunity to
represent the concerns and interests of Region 5 member
boards during the year ahead, confident that there is no loss
if I wear out my welcome in a year’s time.
